Statewide  Overview 
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Introduction 
What  is  IIS? 

Intensive  In-home  Services  (IIS)  is  a  program  administered  by  the  Division  of  Family  Services  to 
provide  short-term,  crisis  intervention  services  to  Missouri  families . 

Who  is  ehgible  for  IIS? 

A  family  who  has  a  child  or  children  at  imminent  risk  of  removal  from  the  home  due  to  abuse,  neglect, 
juvenile  deliquency ,  or  other  such  circumstances  are  eligible  to  receive  IIS .  Intensive  home-based  services  are 
designed  to  meet  each  family's  unique  needs  so  that  the  family  can  remain  safely  together.  A  trained  principle 
specialist,  either  a  DFS  employee  or  a  contracted  service  provider,  is  assigned  to  each  family  to  provide  ser- 
vices such  as  individual  and  family  counseling,  parenting  education,  or  child  development  training.  The  goal  of 
these  services  is  to  manage  the  crisis  and  restore  the  family  to  an  acceptable  level  of  functioning. 

Who  are  at-risk  children? 

The  children  identified  as  at-risk  for  out-of-home  placement  are  referred  to  as  at-risk  children .  During 
state  fiscal  year  2002  (July  1 ,  200 1  -June  30, 2002),  the  number  of  at-risk  children  accepted  into  IIS  was 
3,332.  The  total  number  of  families  accepted  into  IIS  was  1 ,6 10  and  the  total  number  of  children,  including  at- 
risk  children,  was  4, 1 8 1 .  On  average,  families  accepted  into  IIS  were  comprised  of  2.6  total  children  and  2.1 
at-risk  children  (Appendix  A) .

Each  IIS  family  has  at  least  one  child  who  is  at  risk  of  out-of-the-home  placement.  During  FY  2002,  at- 
risk  children  were  slightly  more  likely  to  be  male  than  female  at  5 1  %  versus  49% .  Sixty-two  percent  of  at-risk 
children  were  white,  35%  were  black  and  the  remaining  3%  were  other  races  or  not  reported  (Appendix  J  and 
Appendix  K) .

An  at-risk  child  entering  DFS  or  D  YS  alternative  care  during  or  after  the  IIS  intervention  affects  the 
primary  goal  of  keeping  the  family  safely  together.  Family  safety  is  also  impacted  if  the  child  is  a  victim  of  a 
substantiated  child  abuse/neglect  hotline  during  or  after  IIS  intervention.
